We publish elsewhere a letter dealliiRr 
■with an article which was copied into 
the Colonist from the Toronto News, 
and our correspondent properly as- 
sumes that it is not the desire of this 
paper to ehcoumsre a spirit of race hat- 
red, either for political or other pur- 
poses. It Is needless to explain that a 
new.spaper does not necessarily endorse 
the views that are expressed in articles 
taken from other newspapers any more 
than It can be held responsible for the 
opinions expressed by correspondents. 
In most cases they are reproduced as a 
matter of Interest, or to show the atti- 
tude being taken upon certain ques- 
tions of the day. In this case the News 
endeavored not to prove that the ma- 
jority of positigns in the Yukon were 
held by French-Canadians, but that the 
superior positions were so held, a fact 
which is not disputed. However, to 
what extent the pb.sition of the News 
that the influence of Quebec Province 
Is dominant is sustained by such evi- 
dence must remain a matter of opin- 
ion among readers. Any attitude of 
hostility to Sir Wilfrid Laurler or tlie 
Dominion Government based simply on 
race prejudice is to be deplored. If, 
however, the predominancy of Quebec 
inlluence is a factor in our politics, it 
is a fact equally to be deplored, and 
It is not in the best interests of the 
country that tlie Issue sliould be sliirk- 
ed. The con.sequence.s of vontllathiK an 
L'buse of racial or religious ascendency 
in state alfairs, however serious, are 
not grreater than the abuse Itself. There 
is always a possibility of a system be- 
coming settled upon us through wliat, 
in law, is known as user, and It is very 
hard to shake off when once it has 
established Itself. What at first is only 
ponnltted for purposes of expediency 
becomes a vested right, a law by cus- 
tom. 

Unfortunately, for Canada, the race, 
and to some extent the religious, ques- 
tion has become acute again through- 
out the country owing to the educa- 
tional clauses of the Autonomy Bill. 
AVe have discovered that the Manitoba 
school question of 1S9G was not dead, 
as supposed, but simply sleeping — lull- 
ed to repose by the gentle and sooth- 
ing persLia.sivenes.s of .Sir Wilfrid. The 
awakening has been un ph-.-i.^^ant. .Such 
sentiments as have been expres-sed by 
the Toronto News are excrescent, a 
side wind, inevitable in a controversy 
which eiillH into play the passionate 
impulses of sectarian, .sectional or 
racial prejudices. We know that the 
bitter feeling that has been aroused \» 
the consequence of the legislation re- 
ferred to, and u-e bfli.'vo, ni().<=t peojile 
Ijelieve, that the ed ur.u mal clauses, 
which were unnecessary for the pru- 
tecllon of minority rights, were intro- 
duced Indirectly, it not directly, as the 
re.'-.dt of Inlluence brcmglU to bear 
Upon the leader of the CJovernmenL by 
the hierarchy. That is a belief which 
in Canada aniounts to almost positive 
knowledge. Politicians do not take 
great risks except under extreme pres- 
sure, and Sir Wilfrid knew that ho was 
embarking upon a dangerous enter- 
])rise wlicn hi^ Klli)pea the mooring to 
which he made fast in 1890. It is only 
natural, therefore, that the Intervention 
of one clerical Influence should arouse 
another. The existence of a grievance 
begets an agitation. Kvery Impelling 
force Is opposed by a repelling one. 
The interference of any body of clergy, 
or the exercise of undue sectarian in- 
fluence. Orange or Catholic, in mat- 
ters of Ht/Ue lends to mischief, because, 
even If not an inlluence to a wrong end. 
Is provocative of discord and leads to 
results which we see exemiillfled today 
in Canada. The "race cry" and the 
sectarian bitterness of some of our 
newspapers come because of It, luid 
until such Intluences are checked this 
country can never be united in the 
true sense of the term. 

The educational clauses of Hie Au- 
tonomy Hill woi-e introduced under the 
l^uise of constitutional ueceBsity, but no 
inore specious pretence was ever pre- 
sented in PBrllament, Even the Hon. 
Mr. Fitzpatrlck, the author and Imlsher 
of the legislation In question, claimed 
that it gave to the educational min- 
ority notning more than was guaran- 
teed by toe British North America Act. 
If that were true, why should such a 
delicate question have been raised at 
all V Why snould the i)ubllc be upset 
in the rancorous discussion of what un- 
der no circumstances could avail ? 
ahould the question afterwards arise In 
the new Provinces as to what was 
incurnbent upon the Legislatures imdcr 
the providlons of the Prltish North 
America Act, it would be one exclusive- 
ly the business of the Provinces and not 
in any sense the business of the out- 



Islatlon, should that ever ' become ne- 
cessary. ■ 

A great deal has been said on the 
constitutlontil aspect of the question, 
so much so that the public mind has 
become bewildered. What is constitu- 
tional or unconstitutional in such mat- 
ici-a leaves a wide margin for dUspute. 
In fact, nothing Is more perplexing to 
the lay mind than a constitutional 
argument, unless It be a chapter from 
the metaphysics of a university pro- 
fessor. There is at the bottom of every 
"abstruse" question, however much 
overlaid with legal sophistry, a simple 
proposition determining Its merits. It 
is the dictum of common sense. In 
reference to the school question, as at 
prcient before the people, we have held 
that, stripped of uU Its tchnlcal habili- 
ments. It was not competent for the 
Dominion to interfere with the Prov- 
inces. They are entitled to go into 
Confederation with all their educa- 
tional rights unimpaired. These rights 
are only qualified by the provisions of 
the British North America Act itself, 
which the Dominion Parliament can 
neither add to nor take away from. 
This, we feel certain, Is the view the 
jlldiclal committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil will take when It comes before 
them. The simple solution of the dllli- 
culty was in permitting the Provinces 
to deal with the question themselves, 
and, in case of difficulties afterwards 
reference to the courts. The responsi- 
bility for the "bad blood" which has 
been caused, therefore, must rest where 
it belongs. If you set a fire among in 
flammable materials you must not be 
surprised to see a conflagration ensue

MINISTER OF MINES' REPORT. 

This Is a publication looked forward 
to each year with great Interest. It 
Is the only official record of the prog- 
ress of the mining industry in the 
Province and, consequently, the most 
authentic source of Information. The 
report for 1904 has just been issued, 
and we have pleasure in presenting 
some of the more Important facts 
gleaned from Its pages in this issue. 
There are just two criticisms that 
might be offered regarding it One is 
that the public, whether justifiably or 
not, expect It a little earlier In the 
year. In tliese days of rusli and dally 
nevvspapers, that Is not unnatural; but 
If a little late it is at least worth wait- 
ing for. From every point of view. In 
our opinion, it is the best report which 
ha.H yet appeared, and, considering the 
amount of matter it contains and the 
great care necessary to exercise, we 
annot conclude that criticism in re- 
gard to the lateness of oipearance 
would be well four'" .e other 

criticism refers to o.iiihslon of a 
descrlpUon of the lead refining works 
at Trail. This is a new and Important 
Industry, and we expected to see a more 
lengthy and detailed description of It. 
In fact; a special chapter on the 
smelting Industry of the Province is 
suggested as a feature of the next re- 
port. If the present one is lacking In 
that one particular, it l.s more than 
made up in other features. One is a 
complete account of the Portland ce- 
nent works at .Sa;inich, an industry of 
carcelv less rni)in(;iit tlian tlie lead re- 
ncry. 'I'he iir.diminary chapter of the 
eimrt, containing a condensed review 
f till' % ear's operations and a general 
urvey of mining In the Province, is 
very "meaty" and, it reproduced in 
bulletin form, would be most useful for 
wider distribution than might he pos- 
jble for the wluilc repcirt. As usual, 
'a feature of the publication is the great 
'excellence of the mechanical work, and 
especially that displayed In the Illus- 
trations — a. credit to all concerned.

Mose Ireland next struck the camp 
at Beal's Bar in the summer of 1S51, 
where placer operations were going on. 
The company made a failure of the sea- 
son's work while he was with thern, 
and aa he made representations to 
them that he could make the proposi - 
tion pay If given complete control, lie 
took It In hand. Fortune favored him, 
the river running dry three montlis, 
and he made a big clean-up and was 
rewarded handsomely. 

Logging. 

Here he met a fellow he had known 
when he drove logs in the State of 
Maine, This friend told him there was 
a log jamb eighteen miles up the river. 
He went up there and asked for a job. 
They refused him. His friend told 
the foreman that he was a good hand, 
and the foreman said, "Well, get out 
there and see what you can do." Mose 
Ireland says: 

"I took my hook and got right out 
In the middle and commenced to work 
like a demon. I saw they were on a 
riflle, tout I had moved a worse jamb 
than they had there. After some time 
the logs commenced to move, and 
there was a rush for hind — the jamb 
was broken. The foreman and others 
yelled 'ashorel ashore!' 1 knew that 
all the logs wouldn't go, so I stayed 
right where I was. I waa used to it in 
Maine. When a jamb tame again I 
cleared the leaders and brake 11, and 
skipped for shore. The foreman s.ay.s, 
'Will you stay with me?' I said 'Yes,' 
and he said, 'Your place will be In the 
centre.' From that time till I left him 
r did not work twenty minutes a day. 
r felt ashamed of myself and asked to 
be put to work, but I was told that I 
must keep myself fresh for emergen- 
cies. Well, when pay day came I was 
asked what I wanted. I thought I'd 
be bold, and I said, 'Same as the other 
men.' The foreman said, 'Well. I'm 
paying them ?5 a day, and I'll give you 
$7.". 

Back to Mining. 

"I had many more experiences, but 
In 'Gl I got the gold fever again, and 
struck for Cariboo. I got as far as 
Queanelle I-'orks, and having struck a 
good creek there — Williams Creek— 
myself and chums stayed there for the 



ernor, to put up some money, and he 
started at It again. He ran slowly be- 
hind for two years. 

"About this time Captain Stamp 
built the first steam mill at Hasliiifs, 
now known as the Hastings Mill" He 
had unlimited capital, and had more 
orders for lumber than he could at- 
tend to. This was Moody's chance. 
He took the surplus orders, and In live 
months eleared up $-10,000. Andrev,- 
Welch was agent for Moody at 'Frisco 
He knew of the big clean-up, and he 
could comnianii capital. He came over 
nnd told Moody that there was a credit 
of $100,000 at the bank for him. With 
this money Moody made money rapidly 
and bethought him of his associates 
and Van and I were called In to par- 
ticipate in his good fortune. I was 
sent to find a site nnd open up a mill, 
and I was given a credit of $100,000. I 
was away tending to this business 
when a telegram came saying that 
Moody had fallen off a ship and was 
drowned. So elusive fortune hnd again 
escaped me. 

In the Cmineca Country. 
"But I again chased her. 'I'here was 
mining excitement up north, and I sent 
a party of prospectors out to Investi- 
gate. 'J'liey struck a section of coun- 
try now loiown as the Omlneca. They 
traveled beaten tracks in a roundabout 
way. 1 went UP the coast and hunted 
for a pass across country. I found It, 
and had strange experiences with the 
Indians, who were dressed in skins and 
as wild as pigeons. They were peace- 
ful, but gave me a bad scare. 1 waa 
seized by the young girls of the tribe 
and tiirown down and bound with 
thongs, and the men circled around us 
and laughed till they fairly rolled on 
the ground. I found out after thov 
wore playing "Hunt tiie Tiger." I was 
soon liberated and feasted with fresli 
salmon. I returned to Victoria and 
acted as guide to the (Mniiiccii. estab- 
lishing niy lio.'^t at what Is now known 
as Hazletoii. on the .Skeena. I hiid at 
one time as many as ninety passen- 
gers for Omlneca In canoes on the 
Skeena. 

"It was not until 1S,S0 lliat I liegan to 
see the iiossilillltlcs of holding; liinber 
for an advance. In twenty-five ye.irs 1 
have seen llndjcr Inci-ease from SI an 
acre to $100 an acre.

.Mr. Christian Slvertz, Secretary Victoria 
Trades and Labor t.'oniiell, Victoria,

Dear Sir and Brother — Sonic weeks ago 
you wrote to me reiiues'..!ng the rcvoeiitl^n 
of the coiiimls.slon held by .\lr. WllUaiu 
.McKay and .Mr. G. U. Greenwood as vol- 
unteer oruaulzers for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and In later letter umde 
Ntiitemeut ot the Garment Workers' 
trouble lu Victoria, by n asim of whJcU 
the 'I'radeH uud Labor (.Jouncll requested 
the revocation of the conunlsBlons of the 
two gentlciucn named. I al«o received a 
letter from Mr. McKay lu regard lo the 
matter, and 1 referred all ot the letters 
and papers In the case to the special rep- 
rcaentatlve ot the A. K. of L. lu New 
York City, Mr. Ilermau Ilohinson, with 
the request that he lay the entire matter 
before the executive board of the United 
tJarnient Workers for eueli reply as they 
mcy deem advisable to make In tjie prem- 
ises. I aia now in redid of the report 
of our special representative, which is us 
follows: 

"in compliance i^lth. your instructions, 
1 appeared before the executive board of 
the United Garment Workers of America 
on Monday eveulug. May 1. Having gone 
Ihrough all the documents lu coimecllon 
wltti this controversy. Secretary Larger 
explained the situation. In wliieh he en- 
deavored to justify the action taken lu the 
premises. There appear to be some pei- 
aonal differences among our local repre- 
sentatives la that city, and to which I 
have paid but very little attention, owing 
to the fact that that was not so i/uich of 
importanee at this time a.s the actual 
cause for the withdrawal of the label by 
the United Garment Workers from the 
llrm of 'rnrncr, Ileetou & Co. Secretary 
Larger having visited that city and 
looked over the situation, was couvlnced 
that the firm lu question was not comply- 
ing with the schedule ot prices adopted 
by the organization, and the conditions 
were such that Jugt ns soon as the llrni of 
Tnrner, lieelon & Co., or any other llrm 
desiring the use ot the unlou label, would 
sign nn agreement to recognize prlece, 
etc., they could have the use of the union 
label. This position they still maintain, 
despite all reports to the contrary. It j 
the United Garment Workers of America 
were withholding the label from a llrm or 
linns who were willing to comply with the 
conditions the same as other Arms, there 
would he cause tor complaint. This has 
not been shown, and the United Garment 
Workers contend that they cannot, with 
any degree of fairness to the respective 
manufacturers lu a locality, have different 
conditions In the <Uirerent shops. I am 
Informed that the llrm of Turner, liccton 
A: Co. were duly notified that Just as 800U 
as they will iiLTee to the conditions ns 
observed by the other firms, there will bo 
no objections whatsoever, and the label 
will be granted Immediately. 

"I therefore llud that. In view of tho 
Information received and the explanation 
gisea. by the United Garment Workers, 
that there docs not seem to be auy dls- 
crliniiiatlon against this particular llrm, or 
that the label has been 'Withdrawn from 
them except for reasons that were fully 
justified." 

In addition to the above, I might sny 
that in a letter received from Secretary 
Larger of the United Garment Workers, 
he stales that Mr. McKay acted is strict 
accordance with the instructions given 
lilm liy .Secretary I>arger when the latter 
appointed Mr. McKay as a representative 
of the Garment Workers in iVlctorla, and 
lie protests against the revocation of Mr. 
.McKay's eoininlsslon. 

I do not want to do an Injustice to any- 
one. and I feel eonlldenl that the Tra'les 
and Lalior Council holds the same opinion 
and belief, I therefore recommend, in 
view of tlie above, that the Trades and 
Labor Council withdraw Its request for 
the revoeiit>oii of the commission of Or- 
ganizer McKay and Organizer (ireeinvood.

Having decided to go 'a-fishing, the ques- 
tioiLs next put were "When?" "WlieroV" 
and HowV" The senior partner — i.e., 
myseir— got into the boat ami pulled 
over to Messrs. Burrell's store in neareh 
cf informatiou — one always goes to a 
store, ia British iColnmbia. for iiifonnu- 
tton— and other things.

^il.so straitly counseled to get to 1h 
li'raser by boarding the steamer Ititliet 
at Maytie Island wharf, together with 
my "effects." I pulled over to Mayne 
Island and, landing at the wharf, "was 
luiilcd by one Tom ColUuson, a celebrity 
of more than local repute, a man learned 
in the deyJons ways of salmon, deer, 
grousi' — or, for the matter of that, any- 
thing that llies. runs or swims. Miu-ii 
good advice did Ihii said Tom Collinsoi! 
impart to me — advice not much liei'dod, 
I am afraid. Tom Cay/.er, of the Miiyiic 
Island Hotel. mIso gave exccllcuL conii- 
sel — and wliishoy. 1 then retunicd t ) 
my tiglil little island, having mare or 
less iligcslcd tlie various brands of ad- 
vice given. Man, dog and eat took 
<-oiiiiseI and decided, since times were 
liai-d, (o roach Canoe Pass in the boat — 
naid boat being in f.iir condition, albeit 
but three dollars had purchased it from 
one Bill Robson, of Mayne Island. Tlu^ 
start was timed a fortnight hence, all 
the advice tending to show that the wily 
sockeye did not essay the Fraser much 
iefore tho lirst week in .Tnly. Tlie boa', 
15 feet over all and square in the sleni, 
was accordingly hauled up (irenaratory 
ti> iiaiiiting, patching and <'aiilking; the 
Kail, mast and ours were also looked over 
and put ship-shajie. Finally the aun- 
5)ieions ilay arrived, the boat was pro- 
vi.sioned for the voyage with six liozen 
fresh eggs, a sack of oatmeal, a woilgo 
•af bacon, four loaves of bread, and tea. 
milk and sng:ir. A reference to the 
•tido-table ciieited that low water was at 
noon; the start was therefore to be 
mflde at that hour, I calculatlnp- that the 
trip could be made in five hours. At the 
turn of the tide man, dog and <'at 
started upou their advpnturou."! journey, 
palling out into the centre of Plumper's 
Pass in order to get the first of the flood. 
A fair breeze was oauglit nt the month 
of tho Pass. Up went the sail, the oars 
-were shipjied, and I and my companions 
.shot out into the Gulf. Tlie man lit his 
pipe, the dog, with cocked ears, sat on a 
tlvwart and gazed longingly upon the 
fast reee<linK land, the cat lay upon the 
man'.s knee purring contentedly. l'''or 
!iii hour all went well, ami I was exceed- 
ingly pleased with myself — so pleased 
that I actually disdained the olTer of 
"tow" proffered by tho skipper of a tug. 
who had already several sloops and 
•canoes in his wake. The skipper wflved 
Ills hand, then pointed t« the northwest. 
I waved my hand in return and ix>inted 
to the rag of a sail. 

Gradually the breeze died down, till at 
'last the sail flapped idly .against tlie 
mast. "What ho'." said I. "this mean--- 
oars out." .Straightway <lown came 
mast and sail aii<i snugly stowed away, 
for there is mit mneh room in a l.'i-footei'. 
anil bow much smaller does :\ boat ap- 
pe:ir (o one when it is flie centre of a 
vast expanse of water, than when one 
IS idiv coasting around. Manfully 1 
plnsl niv oars, a good llood-tide helping 
■me; but, pull as I would, I'oint Iloberts 
seemed almost as far away a.s when the 
•start was made. Then f made a dis- 
•fOVery to the elle-t that lliere v.ere a<l- 
verse eddies in the (Jnlf, as well as i 
favorable tnle. Considerable time iinw^ 
liave been wasti>il by our being enrried 
•to and fro bv tlie tide and eddy; any- 
llrtW, it was long |)ast (i ere the wenrv 
passengers could descry tlie lioiise-^ ami 
irees (iinli' plainly upon the ( '.-i nii'ii.i ii 
shore. 1 Iieii a breeze sprair.' \ip. 1 
raised Iiiv sail and wiit slemlily ,i!,e:i,! 
'Soon till- broeze fn'>lie!i-d: n.-xi n n'rl' 
«-;is taken in. hiil siil! I'lc lii-ecze -i-cw 
■stronger; 1lie sea, too, was li"giiiiiiiig lo 
net lip. The lide was ebbing now, and 
the KlifP "northwester" was beating up 
u very ugly sea: it is astonishing how 
<iuickly a sea gets up in tho gulf — and 
diingerotis, too. Numerous fishing boats 
now beirau to pass, suddenly swooping 
down liko sen-birds from afnr: many 
halls were M'!.lre-se,l t-. inc. l.ul 1 was 
too fully orciipieil in a fairly siicic-siir 
endeavor to keep my rriiil li.irl; ri'.rl;' 
side uppermost, to |iay any atleiiiioii le 
|ias^^iiig i-eiiiark-i of a more or less 
I'aectious nature. Tlo' s'-'a now was 
i-unnins very high, and seviM^al frillowiiig 
seas broke over the sciiiare stern, 
drenching man. dog and cat with I lie 
utmost impartiality. Diirkness muv 
began to eonio on, uliicli added consider- 
ably to the dillb'ultics and dangers 
nliich bosct myself and my companions. 
Lights began to shine in all directions, 
and towards one I steered my course. 
Nearer and ever brighter shone the light, 
and T was eougratulating myself ujion a 
successful piece of navigation, when 
suddenly a shout eame, fnint but clear, 
"Boat ahoy!" Then au'iiin, but loiidci-, 
"Ahoy! Ahoy!" nnd there, riL'lit ahead, 
-.vitli 'bright lantern gleamiiii,' aloft, was 
•,i s;chooiier ridini; to her ancliiirs. I 
'.ihifteil my tiller and missed the 
schoonei's bowsiirit by a short yard, 
while my lips murmured a silent "Thank 
God." 

Now on again into the darkness s|ied 
the lillle boat willi lii'r strangely assort- 
ed crew — two members of whiidi Avere 
l>y this time very sea-sick — the cat and 
4ojB. Then another danger sprang out 
of the darkness, nnd but tor the dog a 
boat would have been found next morn- 
ing derelict upon tho waters of tho gulf. 
As I gazed out into the darkness, the 



hands ate with a will, their appetite 
thrice whetted. The wind continuing 
to increase in strength, 1 found, to my 
chagrin, our haven to be anything but a 
secure one. However, all hands turned 
in and sle|it, in spite of wind and waves, 
for some three or fouc. hours. The crew 
were awaki'iied somewhere about !? a. ni. 
hy a heavy body striking the boat. All 
hands wore instantly upon the alert. It 
was found that the boat, dragging her 
anchor, had been brought ud by wedging 
herself between two piles ■wiilch support- 
(1 a staging (afterwards found fo be the 



lug the rising lide would in nil prolialii! 
ity crush her to iiiatclnvood. On 
attempting to raise the anchor, it w:is 
found to have fouled somctliiiig, necessi- 
tating loss of the anchor hy cutting the 
rope. l!y dint of nuich exertion the 
lioat was at length extricated from its 
jieriloiis position, the gtiiiwalo then being 
hill two feet from the staging overhead. 

I>awn now broke, but there wa.s no 
a]i]Kireiit diminution in either wind or 
si'ii. 1 was, however, able to make out 
that I WHS in the I'^raser, although I did 
not know my precise location, having 
never been near tho Fraser previously. 
With a good deal of ditflculty I managed 
to set the sail nnd headed ini stream. 
Shortly a heavy sen struck the lioat 
alieam. carrying away my rudder. For- 
tunately I had a couple of sjiare oars in 
tho boat, I'lse 1 had been comparatively 
lielpl(>ss as far as sailing was cun- 
rerned — at least in such weather. 1 
juanaged to steer fairly well with an oar, 
ami by hugging the l>auk to windward 
managed to make a fnir jirogress up the 
river. I passed many canneries, but 
few, if any, liad a look of being in work- 
ing trim, and not a siugle soul did I see 
until I reached tho junction of the Fra- 
.ser and Cunoo Pass. A man upou the 
hank eyeing me curiously, 1 made up my 
mind to run ashore and ascertain from 
him my whereabouts. fMooring my 
boat to a scow, 1 crossed the gang- 
plank ami bailed I lie oarly-risinu' indi- 
vidual. My lirst (luestiou was "Whore 
am I '.'" "\Velliiii;ton Cannery. Canoe 
Pass." said lie. Next I asked "as to the 
possibility of obtaining breakfast in the 
neighborhood. "(."ome and have some 
witli me." answered my friend ; and I, 
nothing lotli, <'omplied. Naturally one 
takes a good look at the man who" tisks 
a homeless and frienilless wanderer to 
breakfa.st. .So doing, I fancied I had 
eeu his face liefore, yet could not place 
I asked at a venture, "Wliere 



an oxcelleut seaman. Not. a length of 
rope or inch of seizing, wouid he, pass 
without examination. His' motto, i as he 
called it, was, "St.irt with everythiug 
niiule good, pardrier." 

Some throe days after Hans' arrival, 
our boat was rigged and the sails bent to 
his saiisfaetion. Our lirst trip was made 
in order to obtain a fishing licence, for 
which purposo wo headed, early one 
moi-iiing, for Steveston. Mackliii had 
<Mitruste(l Hans with a twenty-dollar 
bill, much to his (Hans') delight.. "For," 
said Hans, " it sliows they rospcc' me, 
liardner." Arrived at Stevcston, Hans 
proceeded to the Sockeyo Hotel, to oh; 
lain the liconsp needful to every li.sher- 
niaii, while I "niiuded" the boat — for 
Hulls hnd 11 very po(n- opinion as to the 
honesty of tlie lisliing fraternity in gen- 
eral. 1 waited .some four hours, but 
there was no sign of Hans returning. 
Noon passed, still no Hans. ]>oulitB 
began to arise in my mind that Hans' 
thirst had out\V(>iglied his conscience. 
.Inst as 1 bad <-i)nu' to this coiirlusion, 
Hans apiieared, perfectl.v sober, but evi- 
dentlv very wratbfnl. This he soon ex- 
plaiii"ed by stating that, llhving waited 
five hours, be was tol<l that he conld not 
obtain a lici-uso, he not being a P'rllish 
subject, "■you're a llrili'-her, aiiTt vniiV' 
he coneliided.

Thereupon Hans 
dropped the oar and seized the tiller. 
Before he could strike I had closed with 
liim, the force of my rush cnrryiug him 
off his feet. Together we fell into the 
well of the boat, each striving for hand- 
lioUl on the otlier'.s throat. b'ortumitely 
for me, Hans had a predilection far 
knotted kerchiefs as neckwear. This I 
gripped and twlstwl hard. Hans mean- 
while had torn the throat out of my fish- 
ing jersey. 1 bad the advantage of a 
gond grip, lis well iis being top dog; also 
I was nmeli the younger and more agile. 
Han.s' breathing becoming rather irregu- 
lar, I loosed my grip a trifie, wbcreujion 
a stream of abuse issinvl from bis litis, 
and ho spat nt me like a cat. 1 gave 
the kendiief a twist, and the abuse 
abruptly frizzled out, After a few min- 
utes 1 again released my hold, with the 
result that niv opponent threatened mo 
with all sorts of iU-treatment when he 
a'Ogained bis feot. Again I cut off the 
How of languai.'e iu a summary manner; 
at the same time I intimated that ln' 
could only regain his feet by promising 
to keep the peace. After some time 
Hans sulkily iuformed me tb'it he had 
had enough, so 1 permitted him to get 
up, at the same time instructing bini to 
I take the net. This having been done, 
I the sail was hoisted, and, 1. taking the 
i tiller, headed the boat for Canoe Pass. 
I Purim: nur hominvard run my iiartner,

I should we meet or overhaul a boat 
'manned by liis count rynieii. Needless 
i In state, until we were fairly in Ih" 
I pass, 1 gave every other boat a wide 
j berth, for I had no doubt that my pni t- 
ner's threats were sincere. 

This eontrcteinps was smoothed over 



before o'clock Sunday night, when 
fishing again begaii. , We elected to tr.i 
our luck up the river, so the boat was 
headed for tho "Brodio drift." "We were 
fortunate enongh to eiiteli som» 4.") fish. 
Inwardly hoping that our Imdi would 
hold. w<' saileil ni) and drifted down the 
riv< r until Monday evening, but only 
increased our haul by some 20 fujh. 

.Vgain we essayed the Gulf, biit with 
the excei)ti(Ui of rough weather, we 
I'liiighf little else. We aiiehorod for 
the night idV Point iHolicrt.s — nigh to the 
tisli-traiis. \\'liile at anchor we were 
hoarded by a pleasant-spoken gentleman, 
whose boat carried a reil lantern. He 
imiiiired if we had nnv lish f(^r sale. 
Cpon my reiil.viiig iu the nega'.ive. he 
offereil American ciliiueil goods, t.oba^^co. 
etc.. at much more reasonable iirices 
than those oblaiuing ju ;!;e •■!uiiiery 
store. Naturally we bmight. 

I'lion another occasion, when at an- 
chor, a smart laimrh ilroi>ped ber an- 
clior alongside. Seemingly she was 
built for speed; indeed. I iirierwariU 
foiiiKl such to be tlu- case. Her carao 
consisted of <ipiiiiii, consigned to the 
States— duty free, if possible. 
■ Hans ami I stayed with the fisliing 
for some eight weeks ere we parted 
company, ho niaking tracks for "Goil's 
country." while I went harvesting. 

The dog and I once again crossed the 
Gulf in the 1.5-footer, this time in a foR. 
For company I had an Indian, his wife 
and son. My Indian friend assured lue 
that he Ivnd never been lost iu n 'Og, 
that he always knew in what diroctioii 
to steer. Submitting myself to his 
L'liidauco. I struck Galiano Island witlnii 
a mile of my home — so much for in- 
stinct. ■

held personally responsible for all 
errors in tlie "copy" they handle. 
Try as one may, it has not yet been 
found possible, anywhere, at any time, 
to attain a condition of stable equilibri- 
um between these two wiiich will guar- 
antee that every item appearing in 
every edition of the paper is absolutely 
accurate In ail its details. News Is, un- 
fortunately, a matter of hours — aTniost 
a matter ot moments, and nowhere can 
a clearer Idea of the Inelastic, Inllexlble 
character of time be obtained tiian In a 
daily paper during the hour of going to 
press. The item iiold one minute be- 
yond the appointed time for placing It 
In the "form" Is usually as worthless as 
If It had never been written. Be It 
never sO carefully verified or so accur- 
ately coccected as to Its details, by the 
next day Its value generally has de- 
parted. 'WTiat Is to be done in these re- 
spects, must be done as best can be 
within the limits at the editor's disposal 
or else the Item must be "held over." 

It follows naturally that the more Im- 
portant the subject-matter, the narrow- 
er the margin which may be allowed for 
error In reporting It, for the chagrin of 
an editor whose paper has misquoted 
the remarks of a public man Is no whit 
less than that of the public man who 
lias been misquoted. "Moulding public 
opinion" today means wiiat? Not print- 
ing ex parte accounts ot public events, 
not "editing" Interviews until they are 
made to suiiport .-i certain line of action, 
not suppressing or minimizing tint do- 
liig.i and sayings of any indiviilual or 
combination of liidlviilnal.s wh.ii ran 
legitimately laj' cLaim to being a factor 
in public life — newspaper- readers hiivo 
long p.assed the period when such cen- 
sorship was tolerated. It is no longer 
the editor who moulds through hi.s news 
columns. It is the public; the reader to- 
day Is the man who is read of tomor- 
row. He has the right to demand that 
the comments he may make on current 
events, the accounts that are given of 
the public activities in which he en- 
gages shall be treated as scrupulously 
as If they emnn.ated directly from the 
editorial department itself. As a paper

classical quotations and fervid appeals 
to the Spirit of Liberty certainly do not 
llnd a place. There are m;uiy and ob- 
vious reasons for believing that tlio 
public man of today understands tills, 
and conducts himself accordingly. Tlio 
much -deplored decliii..' in the standard 
of public oratory is only a last linger- 
ing protest against tiio passing of the 
Old order of tilings. The form of public 
oratory has chmiged, but Its power has 
been multiplied inconceivably. Tlie'nian 
whose sayings or writings are read by 
half the civilized world exercises an in- 
fluence such as at no other period In the 
world'.s history has been within the 
grasp of an individual. His appeals for 
good citizenship, for co-operation In 
tile great essentials of life, have an au- 
dience such as none of tlio famous or- 
ators of by-gone days could Inive 
dreamed ot — iin audience In every field 
ot human activity and in every country 
under the sun, suininoned immediately 
at ills call. How far he is able to inliu- 
ence them to his way of thinking de- 
pends on his iiersonallty ; civilization 
does its part when it gives him his au- 
dience. 

The newspapers, however, believe that 
it lui.s oilier rights, and even other du- 
ties, than simply calling ihis assembly 
.together; having, as it were, drummed 
up its stiare of the nieeting It reserves 
the privilege as chairman of making 
i.ertain prefatory remarks of empha.iiz- 
Ing certain points, even of commenting 
and criticizing if it thinks necessary.

Such a. condition of things, naturally, 
is open to gross and even to grotesque 
abuse. The views of a famous politi- 
cian on the servant-girl question or of 
a distinguished divine on the evils 
of tight - lacing are ridiculous as 
any prostitution of a. potentially 
great Inlluence to trivial inirposes is 
bound to be ridiculous, and in being so 
It works injury to the whole system of 
Inlereliange of ideas. It may ije point- 
ed out, liowever, that tlio offending in 
such cases is not always on the side of 
the newspaiier — but tiiat is merely an 
liicideiital detail. Tiie legitimate In- 
terview remains one of the most In;- 
Iiortant economic developments of this 
generation. 

Chauncey Deiiew said recently that 
the llrst halt ot every public ni.an's 
career was devoted to trying to get into 
the newspapers, and the second half 10 
tiying to lieep out ot tliom, a statement 
which, beneatli its humor cont;iiiis tlie 
germ ot iv-s sciitlilng a criticism of tiie 
public life ot the neigiiborlng rejnibilc 
as could be iienned. If arrant utter 
self-interest Is the key-i.ole of ti suc- 
eitssful iiublie career, then the media 
through whlcii it works ;ire rightly 
oiiougli to be viewed with Kusplcloii. 
Fortunately, the senior Senator from 
New York Is not a man whom the pub- 
lic of even his own country regard .is 
an exemplification of the highest Ideals 
of good -citizenship, a fact which ren- 
ders his views on the misuse of news- 
paper interviews of peculiar value. 
None know better than newspapermen 
the insidious form in which efforts to 
exploit iiersonalities or iieisoiial Inter- 
ests take or the impossibility of detect- 
ing all of them befort^ they h.-ive been 
published a.i legitimate news., liut the 
knowledge makes for inrn-.ising care 
in serutlzlng \i)lnnt,ary olT, 'rings in this 
line and a slowly- jierfeet ing ar(|u:iini- 
aiu-e witti the sources of infection.

From a Currespondcnt. I 
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The last of the now well-known per- 
formances of the Passion Play by the 
villagers of Oberammergau In ttie Ba- 
varian Highlands, look place In 1900, 
and. In accordance with Imperative cus- 
tom, no otner can be given until lUiO. 
From Sunday, June 4, to Sunday, Bept. 
17, Inclusive of this year, however, an- 
<ither religious drama., or mystery play, 
tne "Kreuzesscluile" ("Scliool of the 
Cross") Is to be performed by tlie vil- 
lagers, on that huge open-air stage, 
Willi mountains for background, already . 
familiar to very many Uritlsii and Am- 
erican tourists. At Oberammergau, 
elsewhere in Germany, and in ,Switi'.er- 
laiid, renderings of "The School of the 
Cross" have been occasionally given, 
with varying text and music, tor cen- 
turies past. 

Tho villagers have a ratlier heavy 
taslt before them on the present occas- 
ion. They as a rule know tho music of 
tho Passion Play by heart, while the 
e-KQulKlto melodies lately composed by 
Professor .Muller for "The School of the 
Cross," were of course, new to all of 
them, besides being, In a sense, "dlfll- 
cuil." However, "rehearsals" seem to 
have been going on steadily at the vil- 
lage since November last. This year.'s 
performance of "The School of the 
Cross" commemorate the thirtieth on- 
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Willi Evangellctil commentators, name- 
ly, Uie e.>chibit in the Old Testament of 
individual "types," or figures symboli- 
cal of the Saviour — <iulte apart from 
prophetic declaration. So wliolly ab- 
sorbed is the .author in thla aspect of 
his work that, although presumably a 
Roman Catholic dignitary, he has not 
written a sentence containing sectarian 
or controversial suggestion.

In 1875, on the compleUon and unveil 
ing of Professor Halblg's Important and 

ambitious group of the Crucifixion, an 
oiieii-air "Calvary," with rtgures larger 
than life, in Kelilhelm marble, and now 
one ot tho "sights" of tho village. This 
was a gift, promised to the community 
by that lirilliant but hapless monarch 
the late King l.udwig II, of navnrl;i In 
1S71, after he had witnessed a .special 
performance ot the^ Passion Play, at 
which, by Ills own desire, he was the 
sole spectator. The connection of the 
Royal iiavarian House with Oberam- 
mergau dates bacli six hundred years, 
"tho first of the Wittlesbacliors," also a 
I.udwig, having conferred a communal 
charier in tlie 1-itli century. 

'Pile text ot earlier versions of '"rhe 
School of the Cross" iierformed at 
Oberammergau in tho eighteenth cen- 
tury abounds with ciualnt allegories, 
archaic terms and naif realism, In 
which the iiriinitlve and single-minded 
villagers found nothing unseemly. In 
1825 Father Ottmar Weiss, who had 
written a version of the Passion Play, 
modernized, the text of "The School of 
the Cross," but Inserted some rather Ir- 
relevant matter, notably a warning ot 
Delilah's to young men generally, most 
uncomplimentary to her own sex. For 
the performance of 1875, again, new 
text and music were written. None ot 
those versions, however, wore satisfac- 
tory; consequently, for tho performance 
of the iiresenl year the Purgnniastor 
and Ciiniinunal (.'ouricil of oberaminor- 
gan i-eiiue.-ited the Uev. .loseidi Ileeher. 
Doctor of Divinity and Court Chaiilaln 
at .Munich, to prepare an entirely new 
i-enderlng of "The School of the Cross." 
Written in blank verse, the Dialogue 
and tiraniatic action tlirouglioiit the 
seven acts turn on episodes in the life 
of King David. The epilogue to each 
act, recites liow striking episodes in the 
life of the riedeemer — which are then 
exhibited on the stage as tableaux, or 
"Living Pictures," — correspond with, 
or fulfil the Old Testament predictions. 
The tender, yet Impressive music, vocal 
and instrumental, which accompanies 
tho "Living Pictures' 'and includes Im- 
portant parts for tenor, bass, soprano 
.■ind i lioir, has been composed by Pro- 
i-.'i-^..r W ille.lni .Muller of Munich, who 
• •iijo\s a \, i\- liigli. reputation for this 
class of work. 

Dr. Hecher's treatment of his great 
theme — virtually the co-relation of (lid 
Testament promise to New Testament 
performance — is broad, simple, direct. 
David, tile living man throughout the 
seven acts of the "K reir/osschule" is al- 
ways a "tyjie" or i-inblem of the Re- 
deemer. It Is Inti-resting to note liow 
Dr. Hecher thus enforces — and one 
might also say, revives — a form of Bib- 
lical exegesis, formerly much in favor

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' Misfortunes of all kinds arise from 
that propensity to flominatlon. It la the 
cause of hindrance' ii^..the development 
of the work of mankind. ' Wherever two 
, men meet together, If ,that evil spirit 

, aiifmatea them, a struggle for power 
"begins between them. Bven in that 
close association that we call marriage 
we And that- fatal error which consists 
In believing that, to attain a happy re- 
sult, 01)0 rnusl doniinoer over the other. 
That idea 1h forever dlHturbint,' soi-ial 
relations. They are Konie mhid.s that 
are only iiL rent when their will has 
been carried out. Tliey apply to their 
own advanlago the word.4 of Clirlat 
when 1)0 say.s; "Thou wilt be My friend, 
if thou dost My will." They always 
seem to be .^ayluK; "So far we agree 
very well, but take care, the first time 
you open your mouth to express the 
.sIlghtOKl and most reasonable objection 
we will no longer be friends, for any 
objection or even advice is regarded 
by us as an offence against our high 
dignity." 

This poisonous spirit of domination 
springs forth-^at the very outset of life. 
It often imperils our youth. When chil- 
dren play together there are always 
some who are not satisfied until tiio 
others give way to thelir caprice or ob- 
stinacy. They cannot play on a domo- 
cratic footing wherein eacli one is ac- 
knowledged to be the equal of the other, 
and they ciuinot accept for their own 
iiiilves that tendency to eiiuality tliat 
(sxist.s lietween little boys and girls. No 
lliey are Ivlngs — they must govern. The 
game they projjo.se must bo chosen, or 
else they will not play. If their opin- 
ion docs not prevail in the little dlscua- 
.sions tliat always arise, you see tliem 
depart like ol'fcnded majesties and 
.shake upon you the dust of their san- 
dals. When they grow up they will 
have the same imperious and exclusive 
spirit. Woe to those who have to live 
with them ! I 

You must not think that this spirit 
Is only foimd in the lay world, in what 
is called "the world." This spiHt Is 
also to be met with in what is called the 
religious world. There are people who 
only look upon you as a good Christian 
if you think exactly as they do; they 
declare that you are an atheist if you 
do not believe in God the same manner 
a-s they. There is but one God — must of 
us are of that opinion. But these peo- 
ple say: "There is but one God, and 
that Is mine." j 

There are also philosophers who have 
an extraordinarily autiioritative mind, ' 
who wield the power of tliought as 
though It had been bestowed upon them ■ 
alone. It is a sacred monopoly. They i 
are convinced that reason consists In 
they alone being reasonable. The right 
of others is to say "Amen." I 

This spirit of domination is a great ^ 
dajiger throughout the domain of iiu- 
man activity. We should cleanse our- 
selves of it as though of the plague. ' 
Let us scrutinize ourselves, let us look 
Into ourselves, let us llnd out whether 
it, or something akin to iU does not ex- i 
ist In us, and whether we do not aacrl- ! 
flee to Iddls and tyrants. For if the 
autocratic spirit has so much power In i 
this world, it la not because of any spe- 
cial virtiie^ that It possesses, but be- | 
cause of the cowardice of men who not 
only put up with It and tolerate it, but i 
even acclaim it and bear it on their j 
shields. How many shaves to power | 
there are to be found in tlie crowd of 
humanity ! 

We bow down to the power of wealth 
without infiuiring wlietlier there Is hon- 
esty behind those riches: we bow down 
to the political power of a man who 
knows how to make use of other men 
;ind who lias acquired over them a pe- 
culiar authority; we bow down before 
him without asking by wliat moans he 
has .attained his inlluenoe, whether his 
authority jjroceeds from a clear con- 
science, from his inner and true worth, 
or only from the absence of scruples 
and that peculiar skill that recalls the 
serpent and the fox. 

It has been said, with great critical 
wisdom, that nations have the form of 
government they deserve. According 
to this law, we have among us the 
greatness that we merit, for it Is we 
who make them, who accredit them. 
It is we who, united together as a docile 
wall In the stones of their pedestal, bear 
with this greatne.'-s which one move- 
ment of Indeiiendence could so easily 
overthrow. 

There are some poor women who have 
a kind of awed admiration for the man 



who beats themS*'Wii&h'vbnoi considers 
the unlimited; cradlt^thatihas been en- 
Joyed aHldhe'inanJsIhd .by-certain de- 
troyers of men, when' one' considers the 
credit they have enjoyed, not only in 
their llfetlmo, but even after their death 
by a curious revival o£ their memory, 
ono Is obliged to thlnli that mankind 
sometimes behaves like the poor woman 
wuo worshIi)s the husband who ill- 
treats lier. Brutality is looked upon as 
a sign of strengtli; tiie contempt of oth- 
ers Is held to be superiority and ulmost 
a proof of the right to domineer. 

By one avenging word Ciirist de- 
stroys the faclitious and ridiculous 
greatness of vanity, brands the sangui- 
nary crimes of domination by the 
strength of the sword, the blasphemy of 
spiritual domination over men's souls, 
and with one gesture which shows a 
part Of the Almighty Power of Eternal 
Truth, He says: "But ye shall not bo 
so" — that In to say, If you are men, If 
you feel what a wonderful being you 
ai'e, if sometimes when brushing away 
the auperficial dust you see signs of 
God shining on the metal of your soul; 
If you know of wliat gold you tiro made, 
if you know wliat divine pride should 
e.xist within a man and what a senti- 
ment of deep-seated dignity should be 
buried in the roots of his life; if you are 
my disciples, if you have a Uttle good- 
ness as well as a little pride, then "Ye 
sliall not be so." It could not be, for 
you know what is true greatness. That 
greatness Is not in outward and super- 
fluiai signs. In titles, in the hierarchical 
Insignlas. It does not bow down before 
a label, but before the very essence it- 
self of things. 

No spirit lias penetrated so deeply to 
the bottom of life as has the spirit of 
tlie Gospels. It Is a formidable spirit of 
superllclai vanities and pretensions be- 
hind which tliere is etnptiness. It Is a 
spirit that la essentially hostile to the 
broad and boastful frontages boliind 
whlcli there is no building; it is the 
spirit of high equality (for there is an 
e(iuallty and a leveling in abjection), 
but it Is the spirit of high equality of 
souls before God. And In that spirit 
which It is so dilUcuIt to spread abroad, 
because of the baseness, the blindness 
and the incredulity of men, there Is all 
the power of the future. 

Nothing is so great as elmplicity that 
recognizes only that which is solid, that 
behind every word, whatever may be Its 
adornment — looks for its true meaning-, 
scrutinizes the sincerity of the soul; 
that under the garments In which con- 
ventlonalitv or caste, worldly position 
or even great position have clothed a 
man seeks for the heart and pierces 
through to Its very marrow. 

Before that spirit there is no respect 
of persons. Shorn of all superllclai 
adornments, we appear at Its bar in our 
pure humanity, just as we are, to be 
welglied in the true scales. Oh, I ad- 
mit that it Is a destroyer and terrible 
spirit to superficiality, and those who 
have reason to fear it hold it in abhor- 
rence, but it is a salutary, a good, a 
tonifying and nourishing spirit that 
forms disciples who can stand upright; 
it Is a fortifying spirit that makej a 
convinced and determined man become 
an irreducible post against which the 
world Is shattered, because that man 
has become a conscience. He has a 
high mandate that haa come to him 
from beyond the sun and stars, the 
niundato of truth itself, of divine jus- 
tice. 

My brethren, this is a doctrine that 
Induces nus to bring a high soul into 
our apparently small task when we 
Induces us to bring a high soul Into 
our apparently groat t.a.sk when we com'- 
mand. That Is a doctrine th.at Plirlst 
has Impregn.-ited at each step of His life 
and whlcli l.s tlie clearest sign of Hi."! 
disciples. That doctrine hafi been well 
exi)rossod, for Instance, by the great 
Luther, when lio preached his ma.gnifl- 
cenl gosTiel to tin.' nations, and resumed 
it in these words: "A Christian Is ,a 
free lord disposing of ,'tli things — a 
Christian Is a servant submissive in all 
things." j 
That spirit Is the antipodes of the , 
old barbarous autocracy, | 

That fs the spirit, not servile or ob- ' 
sequious, but enamored of free obedi- 
ence, of voluntary servitude, that we 
should endeavor to acquire. The sum- 
mit of real greatness is reached when 
we serve our neighbor with love and 
with cliM!p consi lciusness of colhibonit- 
Ing with the Divine action itself. 

The office of a servant Is the very 
work of God. 



■ Those who study nature In its sound- 
ness and Its magrnlfloenoe perceive In It 
a spirit to which nothing is worthy of 
neglect, that dosplses nothing, an ac- 
tivity tliat serves with gladness and 
witli Intelligence In all the smallest cir- 
cumstances that arise in the economy 
of universal life. In tlie joy and the 
intelligence of lliat service there is no 
Idaco for the feeling tlin,t an Inferior 
olilce is being filled; nothing that is real 
and necessary can bo base. 

Christ has said: "Bo ye tliereforo 
children of God, who makes rain to fall 
on the just and the unjust, who makes 
tlie sun rise on the good and tho 
wicked." Be ye, therefore, he might 
also say, thou who thinkest thyself too 
great and who believe that some taslis 
are not worthy of thee; be therefore, 
the disciple of that God who is so hum- 
ble that the rays of His sun shine upon 
the most wretched and the darkest cor- 
ners and beam upon the flowers at the 
bottom of tho valleys. Be ye therefore a 
servant of that God to whom nothing 
is small. Help us to destroy In man- 
kind those evil feelings of contempt or 
envy, those wrong feelings that arise 
from our mistaken and wicket concep- 
tion of liumiui dignity, and particularly 
of labor. 

All! Of all heresies, whatever they 
may be, whatever may be tlie oljjecl, to 
whlcli they belong, of all lioresiey the 
most fatal is that wlileii dospises man 
for hia worlc, when tluit work is useful 
but humble. 

Tliere is no greater, no more liarmful, 
no more destructive social error, mere 
is no more radical infection of human 
meiuallty, and of public spirit tliaii 
that which arises from tlial poisoned 
spring whereof we sometimes nourish 
our cnlldreii, when we tell them that 
tliere is some kind of work that Is not 
only humiliating, but also dishonoring. 

Tliat is wliy Christ, berore the grout 
apostles, greater thiui the Master, before 
those high diKuitiiries who wero contest- 
ing who was the greatest, performed 
one night the work of a slave, so that 
the poor creatures, deluded by factitious 
and convoiitioiial greatiie.'js, should Icarii 
the greiitness of lowering oneself with 
love. Ho hopwl to win thorn by ihut 
supreme uTjject lesson aud to win after 
tliem, throughout all generations to 
come, those lieartc that know what is 
true greutue.s^s by teiicliing ihcm to care 
for humuii wretcliediiess mid iiilirmity, 
to sustuin the fulteriiig steps of the sick, 
to shut ourselves up auioug infectious 
diseases so as to light tUeui, to go to 
those who have lost their reasou and' 
who have fallen into the darkness oC 
the soul's night, to cherish them in tho 
tomb iu which thev have been" buried 
alive. 

That is tlio groatuoss, my brethren, 
that we uuist bow down to and love. 

It is because wo take our hats oil to 
siinguiiiary greatness and absurd glory; 
it is because we are not clear-sighted 
that we are not courageous or gener- 
ou.'i, and becau.'^e wo often honor tlioso 
wlio oppress us and render lioiiiaKe to 
the licrd of brilliant nullities, wliile we 
dcsiiise tliose who servo us with sini- 
piicily aud humility, it is becau.«o iu 
every man there is somotiiini; of the 
nature of the poor animal tliat licks the 
hand that strikes it aud liitos tlie hand 
that cares.ses it that wo have greatnesses 
that crush us and put their heels upon 
our necks. 

Let us arise from the dust undei' 
whicli slavery lias buried US, let US froc 
<jursolvos by the spirit that reveals to us 
our true greatness. 

"liut ye shall not be so." Listen to 
tlioso words. They are a stcru coiii- 
niaiid. I/<>ok iipiui tho gesture that 
Cln-ist makes; it is tlie gesture of a 
i '];(>l'. lint of a I'liii't' wild walks in the 
ranks v.lin puis lii.s liand to the plow; 
it i.-^ the gostiiri! of a chief tliat I'lootrilios 
lis, becaiiso all along tho way in wliicli 
!!<■ ('(iiiiiiiaiuls MS to walk. Ho Hinisolf 
li.is fought jnid walked; it is the Hosturo 
of a (.'hlof, great through the services He 
li;is rondorod.

Schools as Moral Forces

Sit Wilfrid Laurler's assertion that 
lynching and other crL-nos bear to non- 
sectnrlan schools the relation of effeet to I 
cause has provoked a wave of Indignant 
protest, which has surged Into the llouee 
of Commona. It la well that the sinnder 
should bo rcpcUed in the chamber where 
It was voiced. Not leas eSectlTD are 
sonic of the answers to this charge which 
appear In other quarters, while arguments 
defending our pnbllc schools from tho 
charge of iingnnlBUi, advanced before the 
question became a political oao, have 
especial vulue. In the last-named clasM 
must be reckoned an address delivered by 
lilr. David Wlbion, inspector of selioola aud 
retiring presldeut of tho Tenchers' Insti- 
tute of British Columbia. Mr. Wilson's 
remarks were offered no n reply to a 
Uovelstoke preacher who bad said tlint 
children were taught nil knowleilgo except 
tho knowledge of God. 

After pointing out the Insupcrnblo (llfTl- 
cultles In the way of dogmatic Instruction, 
■Mr. Wilson points out that aometbing more 
Important tban dogma rematna, and con- 
tinues: 

The Meat of Religion, 

"The ■ teacher, as moral instructor, can 
deliver to his pupils the subject-matter of 
mprairty; he can give them a clear under- 
standing of what Is right and what Is 
wrong. There Is a body of moral truth 
upon which nil good men, of whatever 
creed or opinion, are ugrecd; It Is the 
public school teacher's duty to OcHver to 
them this common fund of mornl truth, uot 
in the style of tbe preacher, but accoraing 
to the methods of the pcdagegue-rthnt Is, 
In a .sj-.stomatic way, the leasona being 
graded according to the ngcs and capacltbs 
of tho pupils. Coneelvo tho iiioilern eilu- 
oatlonal methods to have been applied to 
that .stoi'k of mora! truths which all good 
men aeei'pt, anil vm liavo I bp material for 
thi' li'sKoiis with which to Inculcate the 
highest morality. As a matter of fact, a 
pnpll every day learns morality as nn art, 
if not as a selonce. All atudlcs If jiroporly 
tanght, every school exercise If properly 
ooiuliii'ti'd. Is a means of mornl training, 
and may help to build up a moral charac- 
ter. Tho teaoluT who Is a good dlsclplin- 
/irlaii Ls Hilvaiioing Ills jniplls iiHirally. If 
children are to hoeomi' moral, thoir tastes 
and habits must bo eari'fiill.v giniriled. It 
Is tho fnnotlon of llie .sohixil, from tho 
I very nature of Its iirganlzatloii and nuin- 
I ngoniont, to train eliUiIroii hi liablts of 
I rognlarlty, piini'tiiallly, liidrstry. ne.atne.ss, 
I obedlonci", trnlhfnlness nnil lioneaty." 
Schoolboy Virtues. 
Mr. Wilson doofi not say It, 'but perhaps 
; the thought was In his mind that a child 
who la dean, Industrious, obedient and 
honorable Is a pretty fair specimen. - Let 
us add tliat throe other virtues — courage, 
choerfiilnetis and generoslt.v — are also In- 
cnleatoil at .school. They rany not be 
speclllcally taught by the masters, but are 
noiiulreil by tho child whUo ho plays with 
bis fellows. Ills ganiob teach lilm this 
much. It has boon pointed out that the 
I love of applause Is one of the atrongeat 
motives of mankind, and, acting nndcr Lhla 
stimulus, many a lad has acquired virtues 
which bo otherwise might not have dovo'- 
<)|iod. Of oonrse, tho lnf;neii"e of ehlldron 
\i|i(in oaeh other would lie common to sec- 
tarian and iKin-fiectarlan sciiools, hut this 
I Is not the piihit. Tbe fact la, that in 
"lingau srlioul.i" the beat parts of religion 



are taught because neither teacher ncr 
schulur can help teaching them. 

Religious influence at Sohool. 

-Mr. Wilson continues: 

"In delivering the Buhjoct-mattor of 
uiorallty to his pupils, the teacher Is not 
culleil upon to discuss the ultimate grounds 
of moral obligation. We live In u 
Cbrlatiau land where certain primary re- 
ligious beliefs are the sources of thobo 
sanctions and motives that so strongly 
support and enforce moral obligation. I'he 
public school uBsumes that tho fundly, the 
church and the B-unday school have given 
some attention to tho religious In.structiou 
of children, and that Its pupils are not 
Ignorant of the existence o£ a God, of 
man's uccouutublUty to Uim, and other 
primary religious beliefs. Moreover, those 
common religious truths constantly appear 
In the Bclectlons for reading, lu the loasons 
la literature and history, in the language 
teita, aud often in Ibo mo^t attractive and 
impressive forms. And there has never 
been any attempt to cxchido them. In- 
deed, the difficulty would bo to completo'y 
withdraw from the schools all religious in- 
struction of this kind without doing vio- 
lence to the religious nature of the schoo's. 
The public schools are pervaded by re- 
ligious indu^nco without being uectarlan." 
Two Opposite Tendencies. 

This raises another point which amateur 
educationists are apt to forget, but which 
Iirofesslonal teachers almost uulveitially 
comment upon — tho assumption that chl'- 
dreu have had certain teaching at home 
before coming to school. Now, every 
pnrcut worthy of the name will wish to 
teuch his child something besides what Is 
taught in acbool. No matter how good 
the system may be, parents will desire to 
lay the foundation of their children's edu- 
cation, and also put on the finishing 
touches. As a matter of fact, there Is fur 
too little home teaching. Teachers claim 
that the parents, year by year, manifest au 
Increasing dotiire to "unload" on them, 
and to require that nt acbool shall bo 
taught things which should be taught at 
home. Side by side these two contra- 
dictory movements are at work — anxious 
and thoughtful parents, dlssatialled with 
our present system, are Hading It necessary 
to more closely scrutinize the course of 
their children's studies at school, aud more 
extensively supplant their educntlon; while 
more carolcss fathers and mothers are pay- 
ing less and loss attention to their dutaw, 
and Insist that tho teacher should dis- 
charge these In addition to bis own. 
Atmosphere is Religious. 

la llrltlBh Columbia a non-soctarlon sys- 
tem of educntlon prevails, and the anlhur- 
Ity quoted assortB that uador it tho very 
meat of rellglou la taught to the children. 
This is Indeed a most gratifying state of 
affairs, ot tnterest to the people of Ontario, 
for what Is done on the Pacific can surely 
ho done on the Great hakes. We have no 
ilonht tliat In many schools In this prov- 
ince and In this city ns much Is being ac- 
eonipllahcd now. This Is tho work of 
teaehers of high charaeter and lofty a.splra- 
tlous. The more there are of this class 
the more of character-building wo will have 
lu our schools. Fortunately, even In the 
schools where there Is not the slightest 
couselous effort to Impart anything but 
inalhemntlcal rules and historical facts, 
there arc .subtle forces at work whieii 
tend to make every child so much the bet- 
tor for tho years ho s|iends In sohool, quite 
apart from tho Ie.s«ons he copies from his 
I books. 
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To see that Jack and Jenny ahall be ab c 
to read, to write, to count 16 the task of 

every gOTornmonI; to go beyond that, 
and nmii rtnko to give them tho training to 
lit them as members of any church, la not. 
Is not this the A B C of iiolltlcal prin- 
ciples, of the mutual compact on which all 
self-governing communities rest? 

Toleration. 
Those who Insist on this rule of govern- 
nu'iit eoniluct are called bigoU, because 
they refiis.' to mid to tho sliidies of llio 
oloiio'iitary hehiiuLs traliiln;; In the oato- 
chism and foriiiiiliiii'vs of a oortalii eli'ireh, 
and that this he done at the expense of 
tho taipayors goniTally. To answer 
that it la the liuslue.ss of tho state to see 
that every boy aud girl can read and write, 
and that each church look after their sec- 
tarian tuition, and do so at their own ei- 
ponso and not use pnbllo money. Is to 
provoke a lihnwcr of oiilthets of Intoli.'r- 
anee. U"fiisal to pervert the original pur- 
pose of oleiii 'iitary schools, or lu al'ow 
thoin 111 hoeomi' tho nurseries of any 
churi'b, d<w_>H not bespeak bigotry, for It 
Implies an oarnoat desire to secure to all 
children a sufficient knowledge of 'etters 
to enable them to disehargo their duties as 
citizens. IScyond this the government has 
no right to go. Does not the charge ot 
intolerance rather apply to those who seek 
a preference at the cost of their fellows? 

Conscience, 
lint It Is pleaded such parents oaiiiiot do 
ao becaUHo of eoii.solent Ions sernples. In 
that case, why should they ask IIkkio who 
do not agree wlili thoiii to be;ir tho cost 
arising out of their smip'ow? To plai'o all 
Its taxpayers on au equality. It Is necessary 
that the govprument piqce no heavier bur- 
den on one tban on another. That It can- 
not do If It l.s to meet rc<iulrcmentH 
backed up by professlona Of conscience. 
Under tho existing Immigration policy tens 
of thousands of membera of the Greek 
chnreh an- being plaiitod In the Northweat. 
If thcdr idort;y iouk! forward and demand 
sopar.ate seliooN on tho ground of con- 
scleuce, how can a government refuse that 
has granted aeparatc schools to another 
churclj?' There are said to bo 20,000 Jews 
In Montreal. If they nsk for separate 
schools, on what seoro could tho cnncesBloii 
bo refused by our Quebec govornnient? 
Onco admit the prloclple that a govern- 
ment has to prnnl whatever Is naked lu 
the name of conaclenco, and government 
becomes Impossible. 

TTxntlon. 

•' There exists a confusion of ideas regard- 
ing taxes. It Is said the ta.xes of those 
who desire separate schools ahoiild bo 
handed back to thorn. Are the taxes Im- 
jKised liy oltlior the Dominion or Province 
Imposp<I according to creed? Do the 
treaaurers, on payment being made, credit 
' thO'^^hnrch of the contributor with the 
amiJimt he pa.Ta7 These questions sliitter 
n fallacy repeated of late every day at 
Ottawa. The taxes are paid Into a com- 
mon fnnd, to ho expended for the good of 



the inibllc nt large. To divert any por- 
tion to n partlonJjir section because of Its 
theological belief la to assail th(! principle 
of solf-govornnieiit, for If carried out the 
I'reshyterlan church woiilil wan; Its share, 
the Methodist, tho Anglican, tho ,Tow aud 
the Uoukhobor, and self-govornmonl be- 
comes Impossible.

"Is Quebec part of the Ur.tlah empire'/ 
If It Is, why this effusion of thaukfulno.^s'/

Then bo crossed Into Ohio, the state from 
which so many famous Anierlcnns liav 
Hlirnng, nnd there settled with others who 
ooinbliied In founding the to^vn of Xoiila. 
Here, In 18.'i7, Whltelaw Held was born, 
and bore, after grad'intlng nt Miami IJni- 
vorslly— .soniollmos known as "Oxford Uni- 
versity," filial the town In which it Is 
Hltiiateil — bo iiinde a beginning In Journal- 
ism as editor ot the Xeiila News. Wlioi; 
the Ui'iniblleiin parly was ostiibllshed ho 
tool; some jiart In politics, making speeches 
for Fromoni, nnd In IHItO advocating I>ln- 
I'oln's noniinatlon for tlio presidency. Hut 
It wa.s as a Journalist rather than as a 
polltlelau that lie was to win fame; nnd 
bo worked liani before tlu! opportunity 
came Ills wny. When the civil war broke 
out he noted as volunteer A. D. C. on the 
ataffa of, .Generala' Morris nnd Ifosecrana, at 
■the.'.a'amd- time contributing a sorlea ot 
letters to the Cincinnati Onxette, which 
made his reputation as a wnr correspond- 
ent. He rose from a sick bed to witness 
the battle of I'lttslmrg Lauding, and 
secured a start over all bis rlvnls by tele- 
graphing bis account direct from the noUl.i

In thi: auliilun of 
I.STL' (ireoloy died, luid Mr. Kcdil a.ssnni(.>d 
eoiuplele control as eilitor nnii chief pro- 
prietor. Tho development of the uaper 
which followed was uot carried out without 
considerable friction, hut In tlic cud the 
editor had his way, and has since con- 
trolled the Trilinno's policy. His llrst In- 
troilnrtlon to dliiloiiiaey took idaco smne 
sl.Meen years ago, liiu he bad already twice 
rel'iised the appoliu meat of minister lo 
(ieriiiaii.v, wlileh was olTered lilai In 1877 
by rreslilent Hayes, and In l.SSl by (iar- 
llold. lu l.S!l!l, however, ho became minis- 
ter lo France under President Harrison, 
and at once took a leading place In I'arls- 
laa society by the princely 'lios))ltalUy 
which Ills private fortnno enabled him to 
<llK|ionse. On hi;) roliirii to .An. erica hi' 
beeanio Hr-piibllean iioiiiliioe for tho vice- 
])resldeiiey, Inn was not elected. 

Mr. dtelil Is no stranger In Ivonilon. His 
sirlking personality and eonimaiidliig llguro 
attracted i,'eneral notice when he was over 
hero as special envoy for the jubilee of 
18)7, and again at King Edward's Hiorona- 
tlon. Slore Important from an Interna- 
tlounl standpoint was his aiipolntment as a 
ponce commlsslouer la I'arls at the close of 
the Spanlsh-.\inerlcan war. Here he 
showed himself a detormlnoil advoeale of 
the poHi'y of territorial expansion, wlileli 
provoked such Jivoly dlseiisslon In I he 
United Htatcs, and which has already led 
to some very .•il.rlking devclopmcut^, with 
liosslbllltles of further expansion before 
ninny years nro jinst. Yet, though his 
public duties have made him a prominent 
llguro In the world of diplomacy. It Is as a 
groat Jonrnnllst that ho seems to desire to 
be rememboreil. On the sub.Icet of Jour- 
nalism bo speaks wllh tho antliorllj which 
his diHllngulsbed record jnstltlifs. It Is, 
therefore, not uulnturesting to recall bis 
opinion, delivered aa far back as lS7ii, 
upon f'SohiB Nowapap&r Tendencies." in 
this address he said: "In making a news- 
paper the heaviest Item of exponno used 
to be the white paper. Now It Is Ihe 
news. Ily and by, lot us hope. It will he 
the brains." To such n pious wish all 
those who live by their liralns will nsscnt 
most heartily, but there Js still some un- 
certainty aa to whether this desirable state 
ot thiugfl Is much nearer realization than 
It was Ave and twenty years ago.

At the 
Forks the water rushes like a mill race 
between the rugged mountain gorses 
aaid fierce rocks lift their heads from 
the foaming, yeasty waters ready to 
dash anything at their mercy to pieces. 
To give some Idea of the swiftness of 
the current I will quote a little incident 
that happened In the summer of '60.

We had 
to crawl over and under the charred 
logs till by the time we reached Beaver 
lake, what with the heat and the scram- 
bling over the burnt logs, we looked

On each of the lakes small 
boats plyed to carry passengers up and 
down, the passage coating two dollars 
and row yourself. Small steamers were 
being built, but were not used till the 
following year. From Douglas we came 
to New Westminster In an open boat, 
and after a short stay, took steamer to 
Hope, and from there walked to Mur- 
derer's Bar, my first mining ground on 
the Fraser, We went to the bar more 
to kill time than anything else, but we 
found ns next to nothing was being 
done in the way of mining that the 
commodity still hung heavily on our 
hands, so we returned to Victoria, 
where we remained all the winter ot 
1859. 

It may prove of Interest to my rend- 
ers to hear some little account of the 
CKtablishmen t of New Westminster for 
so numy years the capital of the colony, 
and a little history in general of the 
colony and province. In the first place, 
the name ot the province In this year 
was changed from New Caledonia to 
British Columbia. Previous to the ar- 
rival of the sappers «nd miners under 
Colonel Moody, a townslte had been 
selected and laid out a few miles below 
I'ort Langley. To this had been given

The 
heatf'oif qiii vblg' 'American ' manuf ac to ry 
admitted tb^ a- food coninilsslbner that 
If he were forced to dlscontlntle the use 
ot: adulterants It would add ten thou- 
sand dollars to his monthly expenses. 
This nietina a Htiving to one manufac- 
turer alone ot one hundred and tweiity 
thousand dollars a year through his 
abilUy to make a certain foodstuff re- 
semble that which It Is not. The rea- 
son for the great saving- to the manu- 
facturor.s Is that Inferior raw products 
and substitute products cost leas than 
others. In the tralQc In vegetables and 
fruits, for instance, the best specimens 
are placed on the market and sold to 
the consumer In thelr.natural state. The; 
Inferior qualities go to the'Iaotory and : 
are made Into products : Of various 1 
grades, the lowest of which are pi^ducd I 
from the residue of tlie others, clieml- 
cally treated. • • ' 

Now, under the existing condition of 
things It would worlc a great financial 
hardship on tho manufacturer to force 
liim to pay the price demanded for tho 
be.st tiuallty of raw products, and It 
would work a still greater flnancial 
hardKhli) on lilm If the residuum of his 
factory had to be thrown Into the waste 
heap, as it was before the manufacturer 
learned the "art" of chemical treat- 
ment, which converts the residuum In- 
to cash. 

No part of the raw product now goes 
to waste In the American factory. It 
Is openly boasted by the Chicago pack- 
er that nnthlnfj of the hog ecapes but 
the .sfiueal. So it inlKlit l,>e .said ot the 
caiinei-y that nothing e.'tc.apes of the 
fruit and vegetables but the smell. In 
assorting the farm produce In the fac- 
tory there Is found much that la good 
and much that is bod. Bui, no matter 
how bad It may be, there is use for It 
as material for the manufacture of 
some product or other. No matter how 
tainted It may have become before or 
after shipment to the factory, it is ne/er 
so bad that It cannot be made Into some 
comestible which the manufacturer 
deema lit to be eaten by some class ot 
the population. 

In canning fruits It is necessary to 
remove the peels nnd cores of the va- 
rious fruits and also all the decomposed 
and ivorm-caten .spol-s. These peels 
and cores and worm-eaten spots — 
worms included — together \vlth all the 
spoiled trult ot apples, pears, peaches, 
and every other kind, are dumped to- 
gether and made Into a genc-ral pulp. 
From this pulp Is turned out a mai-vel- 
ous variety of different brands of high- 
ly colored and texnptlng-lookingr bot- 
tled and canned soods. For this same 
pulp-conglomeratlon Is made into 
"pure apple Jelly," "pure currant Jelly." 
alleged plum nnd quince Jellies and 
pams, apple butter, and no end of dif- 
ferent kinds ot preserves and pie ma- 
terial. It makes little difference as to 
the appearance and taste of the pulp or 
principle ingredient. The flavorings 
and chemicals wll Imake up for all 
former deflciencle.s In appearance or 
lack ot resemblance to the fruit It Is 
.supposed to represent. 

The same conditions are true In the 
manufacture of foods of all other class- 
es. The residue Is always made Into 
marketable adulterations, if not by the 
factory that turns out high class 
brands, then by an associate factory 
given another naQie for the purpf>se of 
protecting the name of the actual man- 



facturer. Worn out horses- nnd mules» 
and those crippled or otherwise Injured 
so as to Incapacitate them for service 
as beasts of burden, have been butcher- 
ed and tho inotit served in restaurants 
and on free lunch counters, as roast 
beet, corned beef, beef stew, etc. Ill 
Nearly all ot the colorings and chem- 
icals used are very poisonous, and these 
have caused numemous deaths when 
taken In too largo tiuantltics, or when 
mixed with eacii other. The poisonous 
effects ot such adulterants as wood al- 
cohol.,, and arsenic are so well known 
that no one' win doubt their fatal action 
on the human system. Not only is ar- 
senic itself wldly used as a food adul- 
terant but it bas:liecOinie a leading ele- 
ment in the new practice of adultera- 
ting other adulterations,' Coal-tar, lye, 
although previously rec;arded as deadly, 
poison, Is now made 'more effective as 
a preservative and more poisonous' by 
the Insertion of arsenic. It Is often used 
In the manufacture of glucose and In 
saccharine and other sweets. 

Canned' goods are In many coses 
purely embalmed products. In a pall 
of cheap jelly may be found enough 
acid to eat a hole in a person's hand. 
Cltrlo acid Is employed to" give to re- 
pugnant liquids the flavor and appear- 
ance of apple cider. Copper Is used in 
coloring: canned peas. A large amount 
of brandies and whiskies are made en- 
tirely by coloring cologne or neutral 
spirits, using glucose or .saccharine for 
sugar. Many of our meats and flsh are 
pre.served by the use of borax or bor- 
acio acid. This, when used In too large 
quantities, is very Injurious, 

These are but a few examples of ad- 
ulteration of our foods. 'Why are these 

frauds permitted to continue? If an 
liullvklual .should take the life or In- 
jure the health of another by placing 
pol.son in his food, the action -would be 
regarded as a violation ot the law. A 
man who counterfeits a dolliir 1h con- 
sidered a criminal and at least would be 
excluded from good soclot.v, A man 
our millionaire social leadorsn-2 so oi 
who counterfeits food is ranked among 
our millionaire social leaders. I^aw 
has been likened to a spider's web that 
catches the little things that are not 
heavy enough to fall through. No other 
field In America produces such a ver- 
dant crop of millionaires as does the 
adulterated food nmnufacturlng enter- 
prise. It would work a great hardship 
on the manufacturers to cause them to 
stop using poison In foods, at any rate 
they tell ns it would.
